The Views of Hon. C. E. Yeater 
in the Premises. 


MISTAKE TO REPEAL IT, 


Sbows ConcIusiTely Why Every Tati 
ïen Should Tote in FaTor ot 
itm Measure. 


In view of rtie fact that at the 
approaching election the question 
of continuing the Six-Mile road 
district is to be submitted to the 
voters, 
it was thpught that it 
would fee helpful to get an expla­ 
nation of the law from some one 
skilled in legislative matters. 
A c­ 
cordingly Mr. Charles E. Yeater 
whs interviewed by a representa­ 
tive of the D b m o c « a t , because, as 
is well known, he has had a very 
considerable experience, 
while a 
- member of the 
legislature and 
^ chairman of the senate judiciary 
committee, in framing, construing 
and perfecting legislation. 
Mr. Yeater was asked whether, 
if the Six-Mile road district was 
discontinued 
by 
the voters, it 
would reduce taxation, and re­ 
plied : 
“ No, certainly not. 
Please put 
me down as saying emphatically 
that if the road district is abolished 
it will not reduce taxation a dollar 
^ n o t a single cent. 
The constitu­ 
tional amendment, adopted by the 
people at the general election of 
19CX), provides that 15 cents on the 
$100 valuation shall 
be 
levied 
and used for road purposes. 
If 
the voters repeal the Six-Mile road 
law this i5*cent levy will go into 
the county treasury as a part of the 
general road tax and will be spent 
for road purposes in other parts of 
the county. 
“ If the voters are thoughtless 
enough to refuse to continue the 
Six-Mile district they will simply 
release 
this money from being 
pledged for use in building gravel 
roads into Sedalia and will force it 
to be sent all over the county for 
use on dirt roads at distant points. 
“ Voting 
for the law simply 
means that this money has got to 
be used for building macadamized 
roads into Sedalia. Voting against 
the law means that this same money 
is bound to be used throughout the 
county for road purposes. ” 
Mr. Yeater was next asked if the 
commissioners under the Six Mile 
road law could continue the roads 
outside of the district, and said: 
*‘Yes, certainly. 
Anyone who 
will take the trouble to look at this 
law in the levised statutes will see, 
by reading section 9612, that the 
board can build roads outside of 
the district to a distance of five 
miles in prolongation of any paved 
road in the district. 
It rests en­ 
tirely in the discretion of the board 
whether they will do this or not, 
and the stafemcDts which Htive 
been made thajt the board can only 
build three miles from the city, and 
are then forced to quit, are not 
true. 
Of course when the roads 
are built eight miles from town it 
will be easy to amend the law and 
provide for their construction for 
any farther distance. ” 
“ Can the board build macad­ 
amized roads inside the city to con­ 
nect the paved streets with the 
country macadamized roads?” Mr. 
Yeater was next asked. 
*‘No, ” was his reply, “ not as 
the law now stands, because the 
law was framed on the theory that 
all the streets in the cities could be 
paved by 
ordinance. 
However, 
we have found that difficult and 
expensive to do, and hard on the 
abutting 
property owners, who 
would have to pay the entire cost. 
“ Bu t how simple and easy it is 
to amend the law. 
Remember, 
th is law is only applicable to third- 
class cities. A few only have adopted 
it, and it does not affect the state 
in general. 
A ny lawyer could, in 
five minutes, draw an amendment

to section 9612 providing for the 
continuation of the country roads 
in the city limits up to the end of 
the paved streets, to be paid for 
out of the district funds. 
“ The fact that the law is not 
perfect is not a valid reason for 
voting against it. 
That would be 
like a man whose house was not 
large enough for his family burning 
it down instead of building an addi­ 
tion to it. ‘The amendment could 
be drafted so that road boards 
would have the power at discretion 
or by popular vote to construct 
roads in the city limits connecting 
with the country roads. 
In fifteen 
minutes it could be explained to 
the committees on roads and high­ 
ways in the legislature, and inas­ 
much as the provisions could be 
used or not, as each road board de-

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Three separate damage suits were 
filed yesterday in the office of the 
circuit 
clerk of Pettis 
county 
against “ The Railway and Electric 
Company of Sedalia, ” asking re­ 
spectively for $25, 000, i 10, 000 and 
15, 000 damages. 
The plaintiffs are Charles Woydt 
and his wife, Frederika Woydt, 
both of whom 
were injured by 
coming in contact with a live wire, 
which it is alleged belonged to 
the defendant company, at the cor­ 
ner of Third and Kentucky streets, 
on the night of September 26, 
1902. 
Chas. Woydt in his petition in 
which he sues for $5. 000 damages, 
on account of the lois of his wife’s 
services and companionship, al­ 
leges that the live wire which in 
jured himself and wife was not 
properly insulated and improperly 
secured to the company’s poles, 
and in consequence of said alleged 
carelessness the wire fell to the 
ground; and on account of it not 
being insulated the plaintiffs were 
severely and permanently injured 
in both body and mind. 
The 
plaintiffs’ 
most 
serious 
charge is that the defendant com­ 
pany, after being cotified that two 
persons were being burned alive by 
one of defendant’s wires, did turn 
off the current, and then, before 
the plaintiffs could be extricated 
from their perilous position, the 
defendant’s agents, in the space of 
a very few minutes, turned on the 
current again, causing them still 
greater pain and further peril to 
their lives. 
The suit 
of 
Mrs. Frederika 
Woydt is for 
$25, 000 personal 
di mages. 
The causes which lead 
up to her injuries are stated in sim­ 
ilar language as that employed in 
her husband’s petition, it being 
also reiterated that she is still bed­ 
fast from her injuries, which are of 
a permanent nature, causing her 
great 
pain 
and 
severe mental 
anguish. 
Charles Woydt also brings suit 
against the defendant company for 
$10, 000 damages 
inflicted upon 
himself for injuries received at the 
time he and his wife were tangled 
up in the live wire. 
The total 
claim of the plaintiffs for damages 
amounts to $40, 000. 
The attoi*- 
neys for the plaintiffs are C. C. 
Lawson and Cashman & Bohiing.

ROADS AND TAXES. 
The D e m o c r a t desires to call 
especial atteotion to an interview 
pub lished in today’s D e m o c r a t in 
which Hon. Chas. E. Yeater ex­ 
plains the operation of the Six- 
Mile road district law. 
^ter makes plain the 
point that the taxes for road pur­ 
poses now paid b y Sedalia prop­ 
erty owners will continue whether 
the Six-Mile road district stands or 
falls. 
Prior to the year 1900 the ex 
pense of maintaining roads and 
b ridges was paid out of the tax o 
50 cents on the ^100 valuation 
levied for county revenue. 
But at the election in 1900 
constitutional 
amendment 
was 
adopted giving the county cour: 
discretionary power to levy an ad­ 
ditional tax “ not to exceed 15 
' cents on the" |io o ” for roads and 
b ridges. 
' 
The county court of this county 
levies this additional 15 cents, so 
that the people of Sedalia pay the 
, 15 cents for roads and the 50 cents 
' for county revenue, making 65 
cents for roads and current ex^ 
penses, instead of 50 cents for cur­ 
rent expenses, including roads, as 
^ formerly. 
. This additional road tax is not 
levied because of the Six-Mile road 
law, b ut is levied b y the county 
court and applies to city and county 
alike. 
The point that Mr. Yeater urges, 
and which voters should not forget, 
is that this tax must b e paid b y the 
people of Sedalia, irrespective of 
the fate of the Six-Mile district. 
If the district is ab olished this 
aioney paid b y Sedalia people goes 
to tha county treasury to b e ex­ 
pended wherever the county court 
sees fit. 
It may b e spent upon 
reads that do not lead to or toward 
Sedalia, and it will b e spent under 
the old slip-shod road district plan 
that has b een a failure for a gen 
eracion. 
If the Six-Mile district is con­ 
tinued the money paid b y Sedalia 
' property owners will b e spent in 
hulldiug permanent roads leadiug 
to Sedalia and will permanently 
hinefit b oth the city and the farm­ 
ers who do their trading and mar- 


fceting here. 
llie old road^ law, with county 
eouft iiilNtrvisio^i has b een a failure 


as far as permanent road improve­ 
ment is concerned. 
The permanent improvement in 
the Six-Mile district is universally 
commended. 
Will the people of Sedalia prefer 
to have their money 
expended 
scientifically 
for the b enefit of 
themselves and their customers b y 
the b uilding of permanent roads in 
the Six-Alile district, or do they 
wish it paid out for temporary im­ 
provement or repairs on the dirt 
roads in other parts of the counlyr 
Sedalians have no pow’er to s ly 
whether the tax shall b e collected 
or n ot; they can say, however, 
what shall b e done with the money.

Local coal dealers, discussing the 
fuel 
situation

strike in the anthracite regions of 
Pennsylvania has been declared off, 
may defer too long in the matter 
of laying in their winter supply of 
fuel, says the St. Louis Republic. 
Many uninformed 
citizens,

pression that with the resumption 
of mining in Pennsylvania, orders 
for anthracite can be filled by the 
local dealers at almost 
any time

A n Associated Press

Saturday, 
when A . B. Wilson sent Botts to 
the Mitchell ranch for a horse col­ 
lar he had loaned the ranchman. 
The Mitchells, so the report goes, 
became abusive and ordered Botts 
from the premises. 
Yesterda y afternoon W ilson and 
Botts 
met 
Harry 
Mitchell 
and

ro a d, about five miles from Lead­ 
ville, and the quarrel was renewed. 
^ Mitchell, it is alleged, applied a 
vile epithet to Botts and invited

Botts jumped to the ground and

his revolver and shot Botts, the 
bullet entering below the left nip­ 
ple. 
Mitchell is under arrest.
